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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
provision of the bristles having an ambient temperature clearance of not less 0.015 percent of the 
diameter D from the land region of the rotor when the power plant is inactive in a stationary gas 
turbine for the power plants is not taught nor rendered obvious over the prior art references. 
Bouchard (US 5,630,590) and Atkinson (US 5,308,088) do not teach the use of an ambient 
temperature clearance when it is inactive. 

In regard to the applicant's request for the interference, the claimed inventions of the 
instant application and Bouchard (US 5,630,590) are not substantially the same subject matter 
since the instant invention relies upon the ambient temperature clearance when the power plant is 
inactive, while Bouchard relies upon the use of a brush seal and a knife seal in tandem for 
inhabiting air leakage in a refurbished turbine engine. Specifically, the examiner notes that the 
last three lines of the instant claim 41 set forth a departure from the claimed limitation of 
Bouchard. Furthermore, although the instant application may claim the similar subject matter to 
Bouchard, the scope of Bouchard cannot claim the specific ambient temperature clearance of the 
instant invention. Thus, the condition for the interference does not meet.
